sive section of the front.

British forces, that the British fc Md 
only one-twelfth of the line, so that 
the greater share of the common task 
of oppi alng the enemy fell, and still 
fa'is, to the French, while the Bel­ 
gians played an almost vital part. 


Allies Greatly Outnumbered. 


The official eyewitness tells of the 
blows delivered by the Germans at 
Mien port, h i* undo aud 'i pres, whore 
“ at first the allies were greatly out­ 
numbered.” 
For a whole month the 
British arm y around Ypres succeeded 
in holding its ground against repeated 
onslaughts made by vustly superior 
forces. 
The 
British 
force, 
says 
Colonel 
Swinton, which consisted all along of 
the same units, had “ to withstand an 
almost continued bombardment and to 
meet one desperate assault after an­ 
other. each carried out by frosh units 
from the large numbers which the 
Germans were devoting to the opera­ 
tion.” 
Fin ally the French came to their 
assistance and “ never was help more 
welcome, for by then our small local 
reserves had again and again been 
thrown into the fight in the execution 
of counter attacks and our men were 
exhausted by the incessant fighting.” 
The British 
front now 
has been 
hortened considerably and in addi­ 
tion has been reinforced, while a lull 
in the activity has enabled the com­ 
manders 
to 
readjust 
their 
forces, 
strengthen their positions and bring 
up 
reserves. 
There has, therefore, 
“ been a great general improvement in 
the conditions under which we are 
carrying on tile fight.” 


Pra'ses Officers and Men. 


Of the fighting which preceded this 
reorganization the w riter says it was 
due solely to the resource. Initiative 
and endurance of the regimental of­ 
ficers and men that success has laid 
with file British 
He continues: 
“ As the struggle swayed backwards 
md forwards through wood and ham­ 
let the fighting assumed a most con­ 
fused and desiierate character. 
Th** 
units became Inextricably mixed and 
in many cases, to strengthen some 
threatened point or to fill a gap in 
the line, the officers had to collect 
and throw into the fight what men 
they could regardless of the units to 
whit Ii they belonged. 
“ Our casualties have been severe, 
hut we have been fighting a battle and 
a battle implies casualties and heavy 
as they have been it must be remem­ 
bered

vain.” 
Colonel Swinton con*dudes with the 
statement that as the war is going to 
be one of exhaustion, after the regular 
armies of the belligerents have done 
their work, it will be upon the raw 
material of the countries concerned 
that final success will depend.

The Suppression of Wood Alcohol, 


M anufactured as a Cheap Sol­ 


vent for Shellac, Favored 


The Journal of the American Med­ 
ical Association contains the follow­ 
ing interesting article: 


Wood alcohol, or methyl alcoh.-l, 
or Collun b i m (Spirits, is m a nufactur­ 
ed largely as a cheap solvent for 
shellac and other substances, 
it is 
very volatile and exceedingly dang­ 
erous w h in it is painted on surfaces, 
in a confined space. 
It is injurious 
to the blood and heart and very de­ 
pressing and poisonous', 
producing 
deatli in a very short time when in­ 
haled in concentrated form, 
lf death 
does not result, permanent blindness 
from optic nerve atrophy usually oc­ 
curs. 
Seventeen cases of this kind 
were reported from the state of New 
York alone, during the past year. 
Wood alcohol is used largely for v arn ­ 
ishing the interior of beer vats. Such 
vats have a small vent hole in the 
bottom and a small manhole in the 
top, 
and no other opeinngs. 
The 
painters go inside the vats and paint 
the interior with shellac, containing 
wood alcohol. 
The remain 
inside 
the vat for about twenty minutes, as 
the fumes are so powerful that they 
cannot remain any longer but must 
tome out and breathe some fresh air. 
To hasten their wori* they use broad 
white-wash brushes which spread the 
rheilae quickly over large surfaces, 
No effort is made to force fresh air 
into tile vats. 


The use of expensive alcohol is not 
necessary in the trades,, even if wood 
alcohol 
is 
abandoned. 
W h at is 
known as denatured alcohol can be 
used, as it is just as cheap as wood 
alcohol and is not injurious. 
Such 
countries as Germany and England, 
etc., have long since abandoned pois­ 
onous alcohol. 
Why not the United 
States? 
Should the manufacture of 
this poison 
be continued, because 
some manufacturers have millions of 
dollars locked up in their factories? 
Or, would it not be better to suppress 
this kind of alcohol and compel them 
to produce alcohol of a non-injurious 
quality?

The Suppression of Wood Alcohol, 


Manufactured as a Cheap Sol­ 
vent for Shellac, Favored 


The Journal of the American M- la­ 
ical Association contains the follow­ 
ing interesting article: 


Wood alcohol, or methyl aboil.*!, 
or Columbian (Spirits, is m an u factu r­ 
ed largely as a cheap solvent for 
shellac and other substances. 
It is 
very volatile and oxeeedlingly dang­ 
erous when it is painted on surfaces, 
iii a confined space. 
It is injurious 
to the blood and heart and very de­ 
pressing and poisonous, 
producing 
death in a very short time when in­ 
haled iii concentrated form. 
lf death 
does not result, permanent blindness 
from optic nerve atrophy usually oc­ 
curs. 
Seventeen cases of this kind 
were reported from the state of New 
York alone, during the past year. 
Wood alcohol is used largely for v arn ­ 
ishing the interior of beer vats. Such 
vats have a small vent hole in the 
bottom and a small manhole in the 
top, and no other opeinngs. 
The 
painters go inside the vats and paint 
the interior with shellac, containing 
wood alcohol. 
Tile remain 
inside/ 
the vat for about twenty minutes, as 
the fumes are so powerful tttat they 
cannot remain any longer but must 
come out and breathe some fresh air. 
To hasten their work' they use broad 
white-wash brushes which spread the 
shellac quickly over large surfaces 
No effort is made to force fresh air 
into the vats. 


The use of expensive alcohol is not 
necessary in the trades,, even if wood 
alcohol 
is 
abandoned. 
What 
it* 
known as denatured alcohol can be 
used, as it is just as cheap as wood 
alcohol and is not injurious. 
Such 
countries as Germany and England, 
etc., have long since abandoned pois­ 
onous alcohol. 
Why not the United 
States? 
Should the manufacture of 
this poison 
be continued, 
because 
some manufacturers have millions of 
dollars locked up in their factories? 
Or, would it not be better to suppress 
this kind of alcohol and compel them 
to produce alcohol of a non-injurious 
quality?

report, Just what the character of 
soil is on any quarter section of land 
anywhere in the state of Minnesota, 
north, aouth, east or west. 
I have before stated on til is plat­ 
form that such a map and report could 
be had for a cost of a modest fraction 
of one cent per acre.

some experience in soil survey work 
when I say that the expense need not 
xceed one cent per acre.

ite depth, or simply wet land having 
a good subsoil but requiring drain­ 
age, whether it is rougn and stony 
and fit only for forestry or grazing. 
We have in northern Minnesota -t 
vast sight more of good dry land h a y - j 
ing fertile soil than we have of swamp 
land. 
There are many people who

nesota is a vast swamp, that it is a 
region unfit for civilized or intelligent 
beings to attempt to live in. 
It is not 
strange to my mind that such wild 
and erroneous notions do get into the 
public mind. 
By vote of tho people the constitu­ 
ti on of tin- state has been amended so 
that the state is now empowered to 
d vote those of its lands which are 
not adapted to agricultural uses to 
the growth of forest, trees.. 
Who is to 
determine whether any given laud is 
adapted to agricultural 
uses? 
The 
adoption of this forestry amendment 
is aliead of its time, or, rather, the 
state is behind its time in not having 
already made a soil survey, so that 
the selection of lands to be devoted 
to forestry could be made with intel­ 
ligence.

I may venture to express my convic­ 
tion of the high value of such studies, 
although they have been very com­ 
monly neglected by naturalists.” 
From the days of Knight, down to 
the present time, the improvement of 
plants by dybridizing, crossing, an I 
selection, has gone or with ever in ­ 
creasing rapidity and immense num 
hers of distinct strains and varieties 
of all of our cultivated and many of 
our wild species, have been developed 
Many of them are of great value and 
far superior to the old varieties. The 
increase in num ber of varieties and 


I 


their general improvement in quality 
yield and In other particulars, has 
been greater since the discovery of 
the sexuality of plants than in a' 
previous ages. 
It is difficult to 
o d 
p red a te the extent and value of the 
power this knowledge has given us. 
And yet, we have taken only a few 
steps. 
Our eouiro! of these combin­ 
ations is very imperfect and uncei- 
tain and largely still 
a m atter 
of 
chance. 
Great as the improvement 
he*- been, still greater opportunities 
are ahead of us. 
It was only a few 
years ago that DeVries distinguished 
fluctuating variations 
from sudden 
fixed variations or mutations. 
The 
former are not transmitted, the la t­ 
ter are. 
About this time, DeVries 
with several others discovered the 
work of Mendel and a new epoch in 
the art of breeding was introduced. 
Mendel conceived the idea of stu d y ­ 
ing by careful scientific methods the 
behavior of certain distinct contrast­ 
ing characters in various combina­ 
tions and generations. 
He selected 
several distinct varieties of the gard­ 
en pea. crossed them with each oth- 
and studied -he behavior of each 
set of contrasting characters separate­ 
ly, keeping careful records. 
As a re­ 
sult of his research,, he discovered 
that in the first generation of a cross, 
one character always dominated. Tall 
peas crossed with < wltrf gave progeny 
all tall in the first generation. 
The 
dwarf quality might be present in 
the progeny but It was suppressed or 
recessive.

not expressed. 
This observation was 
repeated with respect to all of the 
contrasting characters and was found 
to hold good in all cases. 
From this 
Mendel formulated the law of segre­ 
gation of characters. 
He observed 
further the very iuportant facts th it 
the recessive on being crossed among 
themselves produced only recessives 
for an indefinite number af genera­ 
tions. 
That is, they were a fixed 
type with respect to the characters in 
question. 
The dominants 
on 
the 
other hand in the second generation 
gave rise to mixed offspring. 
One 
third were found to be pure domin­ 
ant, that is when 
crossed 
among 
themselves, they bred true indefinite­ 
ly 
Two thirds again broke up into 
dominants and recessives in propor­ 
tion of 3:1. 
The observations of Mendel have 
| in the past ten years been confirmed 
and greatly extended to many other 
species of plants and animals. 
It is 
thus becoming possible to secure com- 
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binations with gr+at certainty and 
rapidity. 
Perfectly fixed strains with 
desired character* may be secured in 
the second generation and definitely 
distinguished in the third generation. 
This is a great step forward, placing 
breeding upon a more scientific has!*, 
increasing certainty of control, rapid­ 
ity of action, and reducing expense. 
But only the coarser features of 
plant organization 
and 
physiology 
have been discovered. 
We know- con­ 
siderable about the cell and its ac­ 
tivity. 
We kinow that heredity so 
far as it relates to observable unit 
characters is locked up in the chrom ­ 
osomes of the nucleus. 
We know a 
little about how tlie.se baliave in re­ 
production. 
But as to the <rganb a ­ 
tlon of the chromosome, we know lit­ 
tle or nothing. 
Is it a mixture of 
competing germ plasm units or pro- 
teid molecules without definite rela­ 
tion to each other? 
Or is it a definite 
arrangement of such proteid mole­ 
cules? Or is the structure more chem­ 
ical in its nature. 
Are unit c h arac­ 
ters of a species associated with spec­ 
ific structural elements of the chro­ 
mosome or w ith its gross structure or 
composition? 
Tin 
answer to these 
questions may mean much to our u n ­ 
der standing of the problems of origin 
of species, evolution, control of pro­ 
duction of new 
species, 
a n d 
the 
science of plant breeding. 
The prac­ 
tical plant breeder and the farmer 
should do e v e rything in their power 
to further these investigations into 
the science of heredity. 
Plant Nutrition 
The first important steps towards a 
scientific knowledge af plant n u t r i ­ 
tion were taken about the beginning 
of the 18th century wfhen the fact 
that leaves take part in the elabora­ 
tion of of plant food was d e m o n s t n t - 
d.

The 
fact that plants absorb oxygen and 
give off carbon (Maxi de in respiration, 
the same as animals do was also dis­ 
covered at this time. 
It was also im­ 
perfectly demonstrated

cc ult! not make direct use of atm o ­ 
spheric nitrogen and that certain soil 
elements were necessary to grow'th. 
I’ was nearly half a century later 
however that the importance of these 
observations to agriculture was appre­ 
ciated. Liebig and IBoussingault were 
especially active in applying improv­ 
ed chi mical and biological scientific 
methods to the study of these prob­ 
lems and demonstrated their great 
importance 
to 
agriculture. 
Their 
work made clear the fact that cer­ 
tain mineral el men to were assemtial 
•to plant growth, th at they must be 
present in soluble form and in certain 
combinations in order to be available 
to growing crops. It was dem onstrat­ 
ed til at these substances could 
be 
adided to sails lacking them and the 
soils thus be made fertile. 
F e rtil­ 
izer practice on a scientific basis was 
thus Introduced. 
Methods of soil 
analysis have been developed, m aking 
it possible to determine the n ature 
and am ounts of the various elements 
of plant food present in a jgtven soil 
and the form in which it is present 
and whether or not it is in available 
form. 
The presence of 
alkalies 
or 
acids in Injurious quantities can also 
be determined by such analyses. 
Sources of concentrated plant food 
have been discovered in many waste 
products and made available to a g ri­ 
culture. 
Methods of analysis have 
been developed to show the relative 
value of such materials based upon 
the relative am ounts of the available 
food, elements contained. 
Facts of 
the greatest value to scientific agricul­ 
ture have thus been secured and every 
year chemical res* arch in this field is 
adding new knowledge of direct or in­ 
direct value to agriculture. 
So also 
has the scientific study of soil physics 
given us an insight into the relation 
of structure of soils to their capacity 
to absorb and hold heat, air, water, 
and plant food .solutions. 
Tho im ­ 
portant 
r e l a t i o n of these factors to 
th e adaptability of sells to certain 
crops is too well Known to need com­ 
ment. 
Research In this field offers 
yet much of value to agriculture. Cul­ 
tural methods, fertilizer practice, and 
rotation systems profoundly modify 
soil structure in some cases favorably, 
in others unfavorably. 
Decrease in 
crop producing power is often due di­ 
rectly or indirectly to such changes. 
Here too the organic matter of the 
soil plays an Important part. 
Decay­ 
ing vegetable tissue is an Important 
regulator of soil moisture and te m ­ 
perature. 
It helps 
to bind 
sandy 
soils and to make pasty clay soils 
more open and better aerated and 
thus better adapted to root growth. 


Th«se unfavorable factors often so re­ 
duce the vigor of the plant that it 
becomes the prey of various disease 
and insert pests, both above and be­ 
low ground. 
Soil Biology 
The study of the relation o.f the 
organic life of the soil to its fertili­ 
ty, structure, and crop producing pow­ 
er is the most recent development. 
Pasteur opem d the field and many 
brilliant investigators have followed 
him in e n larging our knowledge of 
toe subject. 
The organic life of the 
soil, especially bacteria and fungi, 
are responsible for the decays of or­ 
ganic matter. 
Some of these o rg a n ­ 
isms produce decay favorable to our 
crop plants, others produce decays u n ­ 
favorable or even 
poisonous. 
Still 
others attack 
the roots producing 
various diseases. 
The decaying organic matters of 
soils contain besides the mineral ele­ 
ments, two important classes of com­ 
pounds ( I ) the nitrogenous, (album ­ 
inoid nitrogen in flesh and blood of 
animals and protoplasm of plantcells) 
and (2) the carbohydrates, (sugars, 
•starches and 
cellulose.) 
Tile first 
class contains the nitrogen formerly 
taken from the soil. 
In its album in­ 
oid form It is not available to crops. 
It must first be converted into a m ­ 
monia, nitrite,, or nitrate. 
This is ac­ 
complished by several species of bac­ 
teria, some are very efficient in pro­ 
ducing this change, others are not.

The silk worm disease traced 
to bacteria, by Pasteur, was one of 
the first diseases definitely proven to 
be of bacterial origin. 
Tuberculosis 
infecting cattle, swine, and various 
w irm blooded 
animals, 
including 
man, causes immense loss, especially 
to dairymen, and as a human disease, 
is perhaps the most serious known. 
i he discovery o f the bacillus causing 
it, was th e first g ,( it forward step 
toward its control. 
The next was the 
discovery of tuberculin diagnosis, by 
which it is possible to separate dis­ 
eased from healthy animals. 
Many 
progressive dairymen 
are elim in a t­ 
ing the disease from their herds by 
this method. 
Some states prohibit 
the introduction of untested cattle 
and many cities prohibit the sale of 
milk except from tested herds. An­ 
thrax and blackleg have been dem­ 
onstrated to be caused by specific bar­ 


ff ria and methods of immunizing have 
been worked out. 
The discovery of the relation of the 
southern cattle tick to Texas fever

Plant Diseases 
TI;,' annual loss from plant dis­ 
eases and insect pests in the United 
States is e.-dimated at over a billion 
dollars a year. 
They destroy approx­ 
imately JO', of the annual crop pro­ 
duct. 
What has been accomplished 
in the control of these pests can be 
only briefly mentioned 
here. 
Bac­ 
terial blight of the pear and apple 
m d quince trees destroys millions of 
dollars worth of trees and fruit each 
year, 
it wa-* one of the first diseases 
of plants demonstrated to be due to 
bacti ria. 
It is spread by bee* feed­ 
ing on the sugary excretions of in­ 
a c tio n s th a t live over winter in the 
larger limb?. 
The bees become cov­ 
ered with the organism and carry it 
to the nectaries of the flowers through 
Which it gains entrance to the tree. 
The remedy is to cut out the hold ov­ 
er blight which can easily be accom­ 
plished. 
Among other diseases of the 
apple, may be rn, ntioned bitter rot, 
which often causes immense losses but 
which can 
be easily controlled 
by 
proper spraying at small 
expense, 
rhe monilia rots of peaches, plums, 
and cherries 
are familiar 
diseases 
which through a knowledge of t h e 
life history of the fungi causing them, 
and through the use of self boiled 
lime, su lp hur sprays may be easily 
controlled. 
Otherwise they cause a 
loss of from IO'; to 40% of ^he crop. 
The life history of the various grain 
smuts bas bern worked out and sim ­ 


ple methods of controlling them dis­ 
covered. 
The life history 
of the 
more important grain rusts is known, 
but little has yet been accomplished in 
presenting them. 
The most hopeful 
w'ork with this end in view is along 
the line of producing resistant varie­ 
ties. 
Great progress 
has 
already 
been made in this direction. 
Various root diseases 
of 
cereals 
probably have much t o do in reducing 
yields and a large field is open here 
for investigation. In the case of flax 
wilt, a resistant strain of flax has 
been developed and t h e same is true 
of cotton, cowpea and watermelon 
wilt but there is much yet to be done 
on these wilt diseases. 
Early and 
late blight of potato, potato scab, po­ 
tato wilt aud black leg (a new bac* 
terial disease) bacterial brown rot of 
potato, egg plant and tomato, bacter­ 
ial rots of cabbage and turnips, are 
among the familiar destructive dis­ 
eases of vegetables. 
Among the insects we have only 
to mention the coddling moth., the 
brown tail moth, the gipsy moth, and

it in their growth. 
Through their 
action,

Plant Diseases 
Th© annual loss from plant dis­ 
eases aud insect pests in the I’nited 
States Is estimated at over a billion 
dollars a year. 
They destroy approx­ 
im ately 20% of the annual crop pro­ 
duct. 
W hat has been accomplished 
in the control of these pests can be 
only 
briefly mentioned 
here. 
Bac­ 
terial blight of the pear and apple 
and quince trees destroys millions of 
dollars worth of trees and fruit each 
year. 
It was one of the first diseases 
of plants demonstrated to he due to 
bacteria. 
It is spread by bees feed­ 
ing on the sugary excretions of in ­ 
fections that live over w inter in the 
larger limbs. 
The bees become cov- 
11 ©red w ith the organism and carry it 
to the nectaries of the flowers through 
which it gains entrance to th© tree. 
The remedy is to cut out the hold ov­ 
er blight which can easily be accom ­ 
plished. 
Among other diseases of the 
apple, may b© m entioned bitter rot, 
which often causes im m ense losses but 
which 
can 
be easily controlled 
by 
proper spraying at sm all 
expense. 
The m onllia rots of peaches, plums, 
and cherries 
are fam iliar 
diseases 
which through a k n ow led ge of th e 
life history of tho fungi causing them. 
and through the use of self boiled 
lime, sulphur sprays m ay be easily 
controlled. 
Otherwise they cause a 
loss of from 10% to 40% of ^he crop. 
The life history of the various grain 
sm uts has be-n worked out and sim-

pie methods of controlling them dis­ 
covered. 
The life history 
of the 
more im portant grain rusts is known, 
but little has yet been accom plished In 
presenting them. 
The most hopeful 
work with this end in view is along 
the line of producing resistant varie­ 
ties. 
Great progress
